usurpatio n” will do ubtless be renewed be­ 
cause the President has said that if Co n­ 
gress fails to create a permanent W ater­ 
ways co mmissio n, he will make the co m­ 
missio n permanent by ex ecutive o rder. 
The co untry wo uld prefer, o f co urse, that 
Co ngress sho uld take this actio n, fo r Co n­ 
gress is elected to represent the peo ple; 
but the peo ple wo uld applaud the Presi­ 
dent fo r ex ercising his autho rity to make 
up fo r the failures o f Co ngress in a mat­ 
ter o f » uch far*reaching impo rtance. 
It canno t be charged that the President 
ha« , no t .so ught, thro ugh fo rmal message» , 
public addresses and perso nal co unsel, to 
secure such legislatio n as he has believed 
necessary. 
He has never failed to urge 
upo n Co ngress its duty and to give it the 
fullest o ppo rtunity. 
But he has co ntended 
that it is as much the duty o f the Presi­ 
dent to live up to his autho rity as it is to 
respect the limitatio ns o f that autho rity. 
Mr. Ro o sevelt has go ne farther than any 
o ther Chief Majristrate in do ing by ex ecu­ 
tive o rder things that he co uld no t have 
acco mplished by o ther means. 
Fo r mo re than fo rty years the trans­ 
co ntinental railways prevented Co ngress 
fro m taking actio n o n the Panama canal. 
President Ro o sevelt, by a single ex ecutive 
stro ke, circumvented these intercst.s, per­ 
fected the canal pro ject and o rdered the 
digging to begin 
Acting o n the autho rity granted by Co n­ 
gress, the President set apart vast areas 
o f fmblic lands fo r fo rest reserves, and 
when the pro tests o f the timber, grazing, 
mining and water plunderers went up to 
Co ngress that bo dv mo dified its fo rmer 
act by pro viding that future fo rest reser­ 
vatio ns wo uld have to be appro ved by 
Co ngre» s. 
But befo re that mo dificatitm 
l>ecame effective the President, kno wing 
the traditio nal failing o f Co ngress, set 
apart by ex ecutive o rder millio ns o f acrej 
mo re, an act fo r which the co untry sho uld 
be eterrlilly gfateful. 
Wh*n Co ngress pro po sed to dt« f>o « e o f 
Indian co al lands to the railro ads at ab- 
» ur« lly k>w prices, the President arbi­ 
trarily withdrew large areas o i tho se lands 
fro m the market until reaso nable prices 
were agreed upo n, and so me o f the lands 
were withdrawn indefinitely in the inter­ 
ests o f tffe natio nal fuel supply. 
When the mail-weighing scandal was 
met by a half-way refo rm in the system, 
after an airing in Co ngress, the President, 
fo llo wing adjo urnment, secured co mplete 
refo rm thro ugh ex ecutive o rder. 
Other instances might be recalled. 
And 
right no w there are great things to be 
do ne, which Co ngress refuses to do , and 
which the co untry regrets that the Presi­ 
dent canno t acco mplish in spite o f Co n­ 
gress and the Special Interests that have 
o bstructed^ legislatio n. 
Meanwhile the cry that the President is 
given to usurping the jv^wers o f Co ngress 
and o f the Department o f Justice, co n 
tinues to be heard thro ugho ut the land.

Dr. Goldthwait has charge of the health

With the loose, baggy trou sers with the 
deep pockets their hands are shoved u ntil 
the back takes on a cu rve and the shou l­ 
ders are drawn all ou t of proportion. 
“With their big, tu rned u p liats and the 
loose, baggy trou sers hanging with a belt 
from the waist, I'm not saying that it is 
not an artistic pose, bu t it is abou t the 
worst thing for their health they can do. 
They like the 'stoop' and the girls like it, 
and to be in the ‘swim’ at Harvard now

A story cotnes from the Sp avinaw hills 
that the real cause of the killing was a 
Cherokee Indian girl who was the sweet­ 
heart of Tom Wyckliffe, 
She had been 
more devoted than ever to him since the 
long man htjnt began, but it was imp os­ 
sible for her to see him often or for them 
ever to m arry so long as he was con­

This was one of the reasons that Tom 
and John Wyckliffe were insistent that

No qualified voter need fear that the secrecy of his ballot will be exp osed. 
For an election official to p ry into the manner in which anv man votes is made a 
felony p unishable with imp risonment in the p enitentiary and should any such 
case occur the offender will be p rosecuted to the full extent of the law. 


In order for a man to vote without committing a p enitentiary offense, he 
must not only be duly registered in the p recinct where he offers to vote, but he 
must also p ossess all the qualiHcations of a legal voter, and In caiws of p revious 
conviction of any crime which dep rives a man of the right to vote, he cannot 
vote unless he shall have been duly restored to the rights of citizenship according 
to law.

But nature as the sculptress, using as her 
tools the lapping wav es of ages, has set 
up thi» monument to the greatest Ameri­ 
can, in honor of the country, and the 
state which bear» hit name. 
Had the international 
boundary 
line 
^ e n mov ed fiv e miles to the eastward, as 
it passes among the islands that form the 
archipelago lying ^ tw een Vancouv er is­ 
land and the mainland, this » tatue of 
W’ashington would hav e been on British 
soil. 
But ev idently nature had the bound­ 
ary dispute between 
Great 
Britain and 
America settled long before the question 
nearly inv olv ed the two nations in war 
half a century ago. 
W ashington rock lies 
at the w ater’s edge on W aldron island, the 
most northwesterly of the San Juan group 
of islands 
to 
the 
northward of Puget 
sound. 
British forcjcs tried to hold « 11 these 
islands, but t h^ were routed by the Amer­ 
ican troops. 
Crumbling forts and ancient 
blockhoutie* to-day remain to remind the 
people of the struggles of early days that 
now hav e been almost forgotten. 
Not far from W aldron island Nature 
ha» become a shipbuilder and has raised 
an island out of the water that looks jo 
like a modem battle ship, ev en to the 
fighting tops, that passing v es-seU, not 
knowing it to be of earth and rock, hav e 
been known to salute with their whistles 
what they supposed was a majestic repre- 
semativ e of the American nav y. 
Bat­ 
tleship island, or as it is » ometimes called. 
More s islatid, is located « t the entrance 
of the Strait de Hara, the main channel 
between Vancouv er island and the San 
Juan group. 
The tides hav e performed another queer 
feat in conv ertin|[ an immense boulder on 
the beach of Sucia island info the likeness 
of a Chinese, with a grass hat like an 
immense rice bowl ov er his head. 
The 
size of 'T he Chink,” as the rock is called, 
may be realized by comparing it with the 
sheep that stand beside it, and which look 
little larger than rats. 
The island in front of the little summer 
resort on East SotjOi look* as if it might 
hav e been brought across the Pacific from 
a Japanese lake. 
Its stunted trees are 
Oriental, its buildings look like pagodas, 
and It seems to rest in a summer sea for 
all the world like the Flowery kingdom. 
Between the island and the beach is the 
fav orite resort of bathers. 
These islands of San Juan are becoming 
known far and wide for their beauty, and 
each year more and more people \-isit 
their iummer resorts or run their yachts 
into the sheltereu harbors and cov en that 
are almost as numerous as the pebbles 
upon the beach.

C hicago , May 
14.—Detectiv es in the 
employ of the Chicago board of ed ucation 
are searchin g for an in cen d iary w'ho at­ 
tempted to burn the Qarke public achool, 
at Ashlan d av en ue an d West Thirteen th 
street, Mon d ay. 
TTie fire, which started 
at the foot of on e of the stairways, was 
d iscov ered in time to prev en t spread of 
the flames. The lower steps of the stair­ 
way had been saturated with kerosen e an d 
a basket of shav in gs an d paper set afire. 
The flames had n ot yet caught the oil- 
soaked w^>od when the alarm was giv en . 
There are thirty schoolrooms in the 
build in g.

LOSSES

TERS OFTEN ENORMOUS.

X. F,—The av erage man, 
especially a dweller inland, rarely consid- 
crs the monetary loss inv olv ed in ship­ 
wrecks. 
Indeed, unle« * it is attended by 
the destruction of many liv es, he dismisses 
the record of a marine disaster with the 
scantest notice. 
Yet many mishapi to 
ocean steamers inv olv e financial conse­ 
quence» OÍ the greatest magnitude. 
The heav iest claim for marine injitr- 
ance ev er met by Lloyds was upon the 
Mian liner Bav arian, which went ashore 
on Wye rocki, forty mile* below Quebec, 
in the St. l:Awrence riv er, in Nov ember, 
19 05, while bound to Liv erpool with 150 
passenger« and a full cargo of freight. 
Vessels and lading 
were 
insured for 
$1 ,H(10,CK)(). 
She lay on 
the 
rocks all 
that winter and the next spring stet* were 
set on foot for refloating her. 
Various 
schemes were tried and ev entually com­ 
pressed air, and by means of this she^v as 
got off, in Nov ember, 19Ü6, and towed up 
the riv er to Wolfe's cov e, jn^t b« *!« - Que­ 
bec, and the scene of Wolfe's landing to 
engage in the ev entful battle of the Plains 
,of Abraham. 
Here she remained another 
winter and in the spring of 19 07 an en­ 
deav or was made to get her into the Que­ 
bec dry dock, but she drew thirty feet of 
water because of the holes in her hull and 
the dock sill only drew twenty-eight. 
It 
was next proposed to tow %er to New 
York, but it was abandoned later as hope­ 
less and one day in September she broke 
in two and became a hopeless wreck. The 
salv age company had spent $150,000 on 
the work and they only got $10,000 for the 
sundered hull, so that the lo.sj of this v es­ 
sel repncsented * total of almost $2,000,-

M(J^K.RN SHIPS rOSTKY. 
Next in point of money v alue was the 
toss of J . J . Hill’s big liner Dakota in the 
Pacific last May, She represented IVi mil­ 
lion dollars and the shattered hull was 
!» old for $14,000, as it offered a better pros­ 
pect for salv age. 
The Mohegan, lost on 
the Manacles, on the English coast, in 
1*<'4; the Bourgogne, lo.st on the Grand 
Ranks m 189 8, and the Elbe, tost in the 
l',ngh>ih channel in 1*105, each was v alued, 
including cargo, at from I million dollars 
to 1>'4 tnillion doUars» . Only since this cen­ 
tury began has the price of firsi-class liners 
reached enormous figure* and none of the 
3 million dollar class, like the Celtic; 
the 
4 
million 
dollar 
class, 
like the 
Deutschland, or the 6 million dollar class, 
like the Mauretania, has yet succumbed to 
ocean perils. 
Turmng, howev er, from the passenger 
"flyerM," whose mi%iortunes startle the 
world, the money loss in the wrecks of 
the humbler freighters is also enormous 
in many instances. 
At thi* writing there 
IS lyittg on the rocki near Cape Race, on 
the south coast of NewT« >undland, the bat­ 
tered remains of the freighter Tolesby, 
which went ashore there in a midwinter 
l>li*iard and became a total loss. 
She 
was lade« with 16,U)0 bales 
of 
cotton 
from New Orleans for 
Liv erpool 
and 
»^hip and cargo were insured for 
y i mil­ 
lion dollar*, this being the heav iest cot 
ton lo« * eVer known, tb« next being the 
Manchester Merchant, in the summer of 
19 04, whuh took fire at sea and ftink. she 
and her lading being v ahied at $600,000. 
In th(v latter case, of caurte, absolutely 
nothing was sav ed; but in the Tolesby 
disaster there has i>een considerable sal-

' The disaster signally illustrated the 
brav ery and hardihood 
of the

When the ship struck it was 
near sundown and she went ashore at the 
base of an unscalable cliff 600 feet high, 
in a shelv ing beach, the only spot in the 
v ianity where a single 
soul on 
board 
could hav e escaped. The thirty-four men 
remained there all that 
night 
without 
food, lire or sheUcr, huddled on a small 
hillock which was almotit submerged at 
high tide, and they were only sav ed 
ev entually, starv ing and frostbitten, by 
the settlers, who saw the wreckage añoat 
next morning and began a search of the 
cliffs to discov er if any castaway» re­ 
mained aliv e. 
Ropes and blocks had to be procured 
and men lowered down ov er the steep to 
the bottom to send or bring up the dcre- 
licts, as they 
were

The Bay Sute in 19 01, bound to Boston, 
from Glasgow with general cargo, was 
lost, she and her freight being v alued at 
$650,000. She went ashore on the>east side 
of Cape Ballard, near Cape Race, and 
within twcnly-four hours *he had broken 
into fragments and scarcely a v estige of 
her remained. 
The monetary consequences of the loss 
of warships are ev en more serious. The 
British battle ship Montagu, wrecked on 
Lundy isle, in the Bristol channel, eighteen 
months ago, cost $2,240,000, the sum of 
$120,000 was spent on salv age work, and 
the hull when abandoned was sold for 
$11,000. These figures illuitrate effectiv ely 
w’hat it means to ship owners and under­ 
writers when disasters occur to ships 
which inv olv e their destruction ¡ how enor­ 
mous are the losses and how triv ial the 
amounts obtained ev en to partially offset 
them.
